move his Arm, and uſe his Hand and — 
with much more Freedom. 

But that the Stomach might not be too much 
irritated and weakened by the Violence of the 
Remedy, it was intermitted for a Week, during 
which time his Amendment ſeemed to be at a 
ſtand, continuing juſt as he was after taking the 
laſt Vomit; his Stomach not having in the leaſt 
ſuffered. To accelerate his Recovery, and at 
the Patients earneſt Defire, a fifth Emetic was 
given him; this enabled him to move the lame 
Arm at pleaſure, and to graſp any thing with 
his Hand; his Sight alſo was now improved, 
that he could tell the Lines in a Book of a ſmall 
print, but without diſtinguiſhing the Letters. 

After a Suſpenſion of four or five Days, he 
was vomited for the ſixth Time, but without 
any viſible progreſs in the Cure. Upon which 
he was ordered to Wikjſberger Waters, but to as 
little effect; afterwards on his. return to the 
Farm where he lived, he took the ſame Emetic | 
twice, having a great Confidence in its Virtues, 
but ſtill without any farther Alteration.

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Man almoſt fourteen Years, fell out ſpontane- 


ouſly, and the Patient at once found himſelf - 
perfectly well and eaſy. As fuch Phenomena 


are not frequent, I took the Liberty to tranſmit _ 


the following Narrative of it to the Royal Aca- 
demy of Sciences. 

Ohf Laitin a Peaſant of Abala, a Village in 
the Pariſh of Joccas and the Lordſhip of Newſch- 
hofs, born of healthy Parents, and himſelf of a 
robuſt Conſtitution, was in the thirty-fifth' Year 
of his Age ſeized with violent Pains in his Head, 
accompanied with an inexpreſſible Heat, Shoot- 
ings, and Irritations, chiefly over his Eye-brows: . 
At the end of a Month there ſuddenly appeared 
betwixt the Noſe and the right Eye, a hard 
Nodus of the Bigneſs of a ſmall Bean, with an 
aqueous Liquor copiouſly iſſuing from that Eye. 

This Offeous Excreſcence which afterwards 

grew (Head-achs and running at the Eye alſo 
ae to the Size of Fig. 2. Plate I. re- 
mained from Nevem. 1724, to March, 1738. 

During its Growth the Eye-ball was inſen- 
ſibly forced from its natural Poſition, that at 


length it came to project out at the oppoſite 
Corner of the Eye, and was a Disfigurement not 
to be viewed without Diſguſt; the Tubercle, in 


the mean Time, was ſurrounded with a Pus 
continually dripping at his right Noſtril. As 
the Excreſcence enlarged the Sight of the Eye 
grew weaker, till it was very near a total Ex- 
tinction.

In December 1736, Olof Thain a Peaſant of 
Pixema an adjacent Pariſh, and noted for his 
Cures, offered to try his Skill for the Relief of 
the poor Man, beginning with an Inciſion round 
the Bone which alſo cauſed a great Effuſion of 
Blood, and afterwards applying to it ſomething _ 
carefully concealed, but, the Day following, fo 
violent in its Operations that without Help the 
Patient could not go from one Room to another : 
After twelve Days of exceeding Pain, attended 
with Deliquiums, he grew tolerably well, and 
ſome Months after in the Spring, 1737, had 
the courage to venture a ſecond Time on the 
eroſive, but with the like excruciating Conſe- 
In March 1738, this Oſſeous Congeries dropt 
off of itſelf *, the Pain immediately ceaſed ; the 
Eye mends daily, and is gradually returning to 
its Socket. The Aperture made by the Diſ-

AA Man fifty Years of Age, in a tolerable 
State of Health, and ufed to continual 
Motion, upon ſome Addition to his Fortune, 
thought proper to indulge himſelf in Reſt, do- 
ing his Buſineſs only at favourable Intervals. 
1. He ſuddenly fell into a violent Fever from 
which, however, he was delivered by Bleeding, 
and the Red Hall Powder, known by the Name 
of Pulvis antiſpas- modicus, continuing by Advice 
of an Empiric, the Uſe of it for ſome Weeks, 
that the Quantity he took wanted little of four 
Ounces: 2. On his Recovery he very chearfully 
went among his Acquaintance, but ſoon com- 
pPlained of want of Appetite, Gripings, and a 
e in the left Side of his Back, with a 
Laſſitude all over his Body, all which he im- 
puted to a Scurvy contracted by his Sedentari- 
neſs, and in hopes of his diſcuſſing it, vigorouſly 
returned to his former Action; for this purpefs 
he made choice of ſawing Wood, which, he 


flattered himſelf might be done in his Chamber. 
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Lee ſawing his Wood-houſe full of Billets, he 
found himſelf in the ſame Condition, however 
he perſevered in his hard Labour till the TJormina 
increaſed, and the Numbneſs in his Side declar- 
ing "itſelf outwardly; he could take little or no 
Reſt. 

In this Condition was 5 Patient, when he 
ſent for a Phyſician, who being informed of 
every Particular relating to the Caſe, and obſerv- 
ing a great 5 his manner of Living, 
preſcribed{him a new Diet with ſome Medicines; 
the Effect was, that within a few Weeks he 
found in himſelf a confiderable Amendment, 

articularly in the Gripings, that he imagined 
be might ſafely go abroad, but one Evening, 
while he was intending to take a Walk, his Co- 
lic returned upon him; however ſoon went off, 
and he ſlept the ſucceeding Night very ſoundly 
till fix in the Morning, when he roſe in good 
Spirits, and began to dreſs himſelf for going 
abroad, deſiring his Wife to heat fome Broth for 
his Breakfaſt; in the mean time a ſudden Faint- 
neſs obliged him to go and lie down on the 
Bed, where, the wit coming up ſoon after, 
found him irrecoverably dead. 

At the repeated Deſire of the Ph yſician, the 
Body was opened in the Preſence al ſeveral of 
His Relations, and the following Appearances 
were obſerved.

2. The Omentum or Cawl was overcharged | 
with Fat.

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3. The Inteſtines, particularly the ſmall Guts 


were in ſome Parts, unuſually inflated and full 
of Knots like Berries, but of a [Tranſparency 
which plainly ſhewed what they contained. 
Upon the leaſt Touch with the Lancet they . 
burſted, the inner Coats having been corroded 
by the acrid Liquor within the Guts, ſo that the 
incloſed Air by its Rarefaction eaſily extended 
the outward Tegument to ſuch a Tenuity as 
would hardly bear the leaſt Approach of the 
Lancet; on BK of the Guts appeared blue and 
blackiſh Spots, and in ſome Parts the Paſſage of 
the Air was obſtructed by Excrements. 


4. The Stomach ſmall, empty, and contracted. 


5. Upon holding up the Stomach and the 85 


Bowela of the left Side, they were found to 
contain a black denſe Liquid, in Appearance. 
not unlike Tar, ' but inſupportably fetid, from 
'whence the Spleen was concluded to be in no 
right State, eſpecially as the deceaſed uſed fre- 
quently to complain of Pains in that Region. 


It proved ſo in effect; a Laceration of four 
Fingers Breadth being found in it near the ſuſ- 


penſory Ligament; otherwiſe, this Viſcus was 
only ſhrivelled.

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Aſſuefaction to a ſtirring Life, of quitting it at 
once, and giving oneſelf up to Sedentarineſs and 
Indulgence; a Precipitancy which throws the 
whole natural Oeconomy into Diſorder. 

2. That cooling Medicaments, eſpecially of 
which Saltpetre, that excellent Preventive of 
Coagulation in the Blood, is an Ingredient, are 
highly proper in ardent Fevers, is evinced by 
the Experience of all Ages; but the Fault here 
was, the long uſe of the Hall Powder; by ſuch 
a Quantity of which the Stomach and Inteſtines 
muſt neceſſarily ſuffer. 

3. Sawing of Wood was not the beſt Method 
for expelling the ſuppoſed Scurvy. 

. The Relations were in the wrong to tand 
out againſt the Phyſician's Intreaties for the im- 
mediate Opening of the Body, as it would have 
aſcertained the real Cauſe of his Death, which 
now admits only of Conjectures; befides ſuch 
Diſſections tend greatly to the Improvement of 
Science, and the attentive Phyſician poſſibly ac- 
quires a further Rule of Conduct in ſuch Caſes. 

5. If it be reaſonable to think that the inward 
Skin of the Guts was eaten away by an acrimo- 
nious Liquor within, it muſt be owned very 
fortunate that the external Tegument ſhould 
hold out ſuch a forcible Tenſion. _ 

6. I am inclined to think the Diſruption 6f 
the Spleen to have been the immediate Caufe of 
the ſudden Death. 

7. It may be aſſerted, that had the Spleen re- 
mained entire, the Bowels ! in thoſe Parts where 
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muſt in a ftrong Fit of the Cholic, have infalli- 
bly burſt, and the Patient come to a N mi- 


ſerable end. 


8. The Paucity of Caſes of a burſt Spleen'i in- 
duced me to offer this. The great Hoffman has

with many acute and chronicle Diſeaſes, 
but the Epilepſy or Falling-fickneſs is of ſuch 
a nature hat there is no Viewing a Subject TOE 
its Influence without Terror. 

There are Diſtempers endemial to arthehiite 
Places, as in Suiſſerland Wens, in Poland the 


Plica, in Turkey the Plague, in Stweds/h Lapland 
the Horme-colic, in Gothland the Hypochondriac- 


colic, in Northland and along the whole Coaſt of 
the Gulph of Bothnia, the Scurvy; in upper 


 Eafi-Bothnia towards Kemi the Dropſy; and 1 


believe a Country can ſcarce be found where 
Epilepſies are ſo common as in Scbonen and 


WertSharad in Smoland. 

The cauſes of this dreadful Diſorder, Phy f 
cians make to be various, and ſudiciouſſy fait 
the Remedies to the Cauſe; * 9 of 
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them being firmly ſeated, in the Brain, . the 
Diſtemper is often incurable. 

Among the Cauſes of the F alling 8 
that lately diſcovered at Montpellier and com- - 
municated to me by M. la Croix, Profeſſor. of 
Botany in that City, is very remarkable. There 
is a Shrub very common thereabouts called 
Coriaria, bearing long-pointed | Leaves, and 
black Berries and uſed in ſome Gardens for 
Hedges. It was firſt obſerved to occaſion 
Epilepſies in the Goats who eat either its 
Leaves or Twigs; afterwards upon Experi- 
ments of mixing the Coriaria-Berries with the 
Aliments of other Beaſts, it was found to have 
the ſame Effect, and even on the Human. 
Species. 

But of the Falliog-ficknels. in 7 the 
Cauſe has hitherto continued an impenetrable 
Myſtery. Some Years ago Baron Reuterbolm 
was pleaſed to conſult me, concerning the par- 
ticular Prevalence of the Falling-ſickneſs in 
Schonen, and whether it might not proceed from 
the great Quantity of Buck- veniſon eat by that 
Part of the People, who live among vaſt, 
Foreſts of Beach? It is a certain Fact, has. 
chewing and eating of Beach-maſt will heat 
the Brain like a ſtrong Inebriation; and that the 
Swine when firſt turned into the Oak- woods, 
ſeem affected with a ſort of Drunkenneſs by the. 
Beach-maſt found there, till they becomduſed 
to it. Beach-maſt, , Acorns,, Nuts, Grains, 
are known, beyond diſpute, to give a different 
Ne to the fame Fleſh; * it is no leſs.

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certain, however ſtrange it may appear, a 
Field-fares feeding on the Berries of the Rham- 
nus Catharticus,”' are found purgative to thoſe 


| who. eat them. Thus Veniſon may have a 
powerful Effect on the human Body and 


different from that of any other Fleſh; but as 
great numbers of Germans alſo eat plentifully of 


Buck- veniſon without any epileptic Symptoms, 


the Source of the Diſtemper muſt be ſearched 
for elſewhere. 


Laſt Year on my return from Gothland 


through the lower Part of Smoland, coming 


to the Borders of Schonen, the many melan- 
choly inſtances of this Diſorder moved me 
ſedulouſly to inveſtigate its Cauſes, and 1 hope 
with ſome ſucceſs. _ 

Moſt Children are peculiarly ſubject to break- 
ings-out and Excretions from the Head, eſpeci- ; 
ally if ſuckled by a Woman whoſe Food 


was coarſe and hard of Digeſtion ; and Buck 


veniſon is ſupremely ſo. Theſe natural Diſ- 
charges, in Infants, are. performed through 
the Head; in Boys by the Noſe; in young Men 
the Lungs are the Channel, and in aged Subjects 


the hæmorrhoidal Veins. Theſe alterations of 


Nature's Courſe, in the Expulſion of peccant 


Humours, are known to every one. 


I obſerved the Children troubled with. Scald- 


heads to be continually rubbing them with great 
impatience, and the Mothers, as is uſual in other, 


Places, ſometimes waſhed them with warm 
Water, but the greater part, eſpecially among che 
lane Claſs uſed an —— Remedy againſt 


theſe 
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theſe Runnings; and I once was an Eye-witneſs 
of their Management, which is thus; the 
Child's-head is well waſhed with cold Water, 
as thereby his Head is cooled, and the Heat 
abated; and by degrees the Child not only 
comes to be eaſy and to fleep quietly, but the 
Head is perfectly cured and freed from any 
future Eruptions. Whereas warm Water only 
increaſes the Running, and this puts the 
Children to more Pain than before; all this was 
affirmed to me over and over again as a Fact 
univerſally known. This haſty method of Cure 
is what I judge to be at the bottom of this 
deplorable Endemia. It is no Novelty in the 
Records of Phyſic that the rubbing a Scald- 
head with Butter has cauſed the Falling-fick- 
neſs; and Cold is generally known to luppreſs 
Eruptions.

1 ſent for two Mothers of Children afflicted 
with the Falling- ſickneſs, and enquired of them 
if they knew of any Remedy againſt a Scald- 
head in Children; they both. began to cry up 
the above-mentioned method as what never 
failed. I then asked them if this very thing 
might not have brought the Falling-ſickneſs

In order to a further reſearch into the true 
Cauſe of this Diſtemper it muſt be remembered, 
that the human Skin, ſo wonderfully fitted for the 
Excretion of the Sweat and inſenſible Perſpirati- 
on, as alſo for Senſation, conſiſts of ſmall Veſicles 
and Receptacles, in which a chalky Subſtance is, 
by the vital Motion, ſeparated from the Blood, 
and to the great benefit of the whole Syſtem 
through Meatuſes' or Pores in the Skin to the 
ſurface of the Body. That the heat in the Body 
of a healthy vegete Man is alfo known to exceed 
that of the hotteſt Countries, alfo that all Bodies 
removed from a greater to a lefſer Degree of 
Heat contract; thus a Child at parturition, 
coming from the hot Womb into the World, 
is brought into a leſs Degree of Heat, that is, 
into a colder Place, and conſequently ſuffers 
the above-mentioned Effects of Cold. 80

mm : _ © neceſſarily 
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neceflarily Aubject- theſe tender and ſenſible 
Bodies to the correſpondent Alterations, of 
which the moſt important is the obſteuction of 
inſenſible Perſpiration, the | before-mentioned 
chalky Matter being thereby returned upon he 
Body — it ſettles; this is in a great meaſure 
diſſeived by the Ointment, and the - heat of 
the Stove renders the Hairs, Briſtles or Worms 
eaſier to be taken out of the Body, the Blood 
being put into a quicker Cireulation, the Pores 
dilated and the Secretion of the Humours acce- 
lerated. The figure of Briſtles or Worms is 
owing to the narrow Paſſages through which 
the Matter is expelled, and remains as the 
Prints made on Paſte, particularly as in V. armicells. 

From the Premiſes it will appear that the 
Kannen! of the chalky Matter in the Inter- 
ſtices of the Skin is the proper and immediate 
Cauſe of theſe Borſten. The Ointment mgallifies 
the Matter, and the Heat, by, as it were, Fuſion, 
aſſiſts the Efforts of Nature for the more 
Expulſion of it, through the Surface of the Skin, 
where the extreme Minuteneſs of the Pores 
gives it the form of Worms or Briſtles. 


This evidently expoſes not only the vulgar 


Error of theſe ſcences being real Briffles,

In Paſſion-week a Surgeon's Mate of 
a Regiment travelling that Way would infallibly 
cure her, but his Medicaments left the 

Woman in Statu quo. After Eaſter, her Huſ- 
band took a Journey to Vaſa for other advice, 
but the Medicines he brought cauſed ſuch an 


Oppilation that the Blood and Urine iſſued 


through the ſame Paſſage, with inſupportable 
Pains in her 'Teeth, Head, Breaſt and Back, 
and after her Meals a violent Palpitation. 
Upon this the Huſband tried the Surgeon's 
Mate a ſecond time, and what he made up did, 
indeed, diſcuſs this terrible Obſtruction, but the 
Diſtemper remained as it was, and ſoon grew 
worſe, her Womb ſwelling like that of a 
Woman near her Time. In her Affliction ſhe 
readily complied with the moſt diſagreable 
Preſcriptions, till, finding no further Relief, ſhe 
would be phyſicked no longer, reſigning her- 


ſelf to God, either for Life or Death, and ne 


Was looked upon as a dead Woman.

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At à Parifly meeting on the Sch of April her 
Hausband, in diſcovrſe among the Peaſants, 
Happened to eommend Heathograſs, or Muſciss 
Manllieus, as à moſt wholeſome Vegetable, of 
which hie had heard Wonders.

H E Porter at Hornſberg in Kong/holm, by 
name Lars Waldbec, and now in the 27th 
Year of his Age, not long ſince began to give 
ſome appearances of an Alienation of Mind, 
the Occafion of which was thus. A Gardiner 
working with him all laſt Summer, made the 
poor Man believe that God had in a Viſion - 
declared to him, he ſhould come to be a Kin 
and that Lars Waldbec ſhould be a Prieſt 
being endowed with great Talents. This in- 
toxicated Lars ſo, that his future Grandeur was 
continually uppermoſt in his Mind ; he imme- 
diately ſet up for a Critic and Reformer, till laſt 
September his Talk plainly betrayed his Brain 
to be turned; but on the 12th of O&ober 
he became ſo frantic that it was with difficul 
ſeveral People could hold him; he not onl 
tore off his own Cloaths but thoſe of all who 
came within his reach, and he ſtruck with 
prodigious Force; at length he proceeded to 
the moſt horrid Imprecations and inſupportable

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This Valdbec's Siſter, being a Servant in my 
Houſe, informed me with Tears, of her Bro- 
ther's deplorable Condition. He had been eight 
Days without any ſign of Underſtanding and in 
the whole ſpace, neither Night or Day, had been 
obſerved to cloſe his Eyes, which had raiſed his 
 _ that he was now chained Hand and 
I comforted her with faying that by God's 
Aſſiſtance he was not paſt Cure, and 'imme- 
Ulately recollected a Paſſage in N 400 of 
the Tranſaftion of the Royal Society at London, 
where Dr. David Rinneir adduces four Inſtances 
of ſuch wretched Objects relieved by a fingle 
Doſe of Camphyr.

*. H E Diſtemper firſt declared itſelf in

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2. A little before the-fick Men of Heng: 
Regiment, juſt returned from Finnland, were 
ſent' hither, and had Quarters in the Towns- ; 
mens Houſes. 
3. The 7 9M ww the ſick Soldiers were 


quartered, were firſt taken with the Diſtem- 


per; it firſt appeared in the Servants, and aſter- 
wards in others of the Family who uſed to 
have any commerce with the Soldiers; from 
whence it pervaded the whole Citx. 
4. The firſt Patient of that Regiment whom 
I viſited was the Chaplain to one of the Batal- 
lions, and ſome of his Countrymen, Students 
in the Univerſity, kindly ſat up with him, by 
turns. Theſe became infected, and their Ac- 
quaintance by the ſame good Office alſo con- 
tracted the . and thus it prend among 
our Students. 

5. In an infected Houſe where. the People 
_ intermingled, it generally ſpared none; but 
thoſe who kept from the Sick, though living in 
the ſame Houſe, felt no manner of Inconveniency. 

6. One Viſit to a ſick Perſon communicated 
the Infection; I know not one who was taken ill 
before Chriſtmas, but owed his Illneſs to this 
kind of Benevolence; but afterwards ſeveral 
Perſons happened to come hither with Colds, 
Head-achs and Rheums contracted in their 
Journey, immediately fell ſick, and with all 
the Symptoms of the Fever which had lately 
broke out among us, and were treated in the 
ſame manner as the other Patients, not a few 
alſo, in the Neighbourhood, were ſeized with

9. It indiſcrirninately invaded every Age, even 
to Infants in the Cradle; but was moſt violent

10. In a Houſe N all were infected. it 
was mildeſt in thoſe pp may and ey 
eafily got over it. 

11. The Diſtem per aid longeſt by thoſe i in 
whom it Was milde. and Vice verſa where moſt 
violent, it came, under a proper Regen the 
ſooner to a Period. 

12. Great numbers of the Poor for want of 
Attendance and Phyfic lay five or ſix Weeks in 
continual Pain; and 3 is more remarkable 
in a continual Delirium. 

13. In Offober the Diſtemper remarkably

for the long ſpace of twenty Vears. Till her 
38th Year ſhe had never been pregnant, though 

in other Reſpects of a happy Conſtitution, ſhe 

7 now. had all the Signs of Conception, the Ceſſa- 
tion of the Menſes, the Tumefaction of the Belly, 
and even the Motion of the Fætus. At the 
end of her Reckoning ſhe was, indeed, taken 
with very violent Pains, but inſtead of a Child 
ſhe only brought forth a very great Quantity of 
an aqueous Liquor and clotted Blood. Though 
> —

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"hs Pains became greatly abated; and the Fetus 


"Tearcely moved, ſhe was obliged to keep her i 


Bed, complaining of a Preſſure at her Heart, 
and a Swelling and Pains in the Abdomen, eſpe» 


cially of a heavy Lump ſwagging up and down 


as ſhe moved her Body; and in this melancholy 
Condition ſhe died at the end of twenty-eight 
Years. Upon opening her Body the Womb was 


every where corrugated, and of a Hardneſs that 
the incifory Knife could ſcarcely enter; however, 


it was opened, and there lay the Fætus like a 
Stucco Image. 


With this may be compared the Obſervatiags 


on it written by the Doctors Alboſe and Pra- 
vancher, Phyſicians in that City, and preſent at 


the Operation, likewiſe Bartoline's Anatomical 
Obſervations, and Bonetus's Sepulcretum Anato- 
micum. 


It is alſo related, that in the Year 1661, at 
Dole in France, a full grown Child, was, upon 


the Deceaſe of the Mother, cut out of her 
Womb, where it had lain fixteen Years ; this 
pave occaſion to ſeveral Members of that Uni- 
| verſity to diſplay their Talents, and Arnold Sen- 


guerd publiſhed a very judicious Piece with the 


Title of Oftentum Dolanum.

Mouſſon in Loraine is alſo pretty well 


known in the medical World, how after being 
encloſed thirty Vears in the Womb of her Mo-

It is a very great Pleaſure to me that I have 
an Opportunity of communicating to the Royal 
Academy of Sciences the following Account of 
A er and ſtill more extraordinary Caſe of a 
Woman living near Abo in Finland, who, after 
carrying a dead Child in her Womb thirteen 
Vears, was by chirurgical Operations and the 
Efforts of Nature ſafely delivered of her afflic- 
tive Burden. But previouſly to the Account it- 
ſelf, I shall take the Liberty to acquaint the 
Academy by what means I came to have an 
authentic Knowledge of this, I may ſay, unpa- 
.ralelled Geſtation,, It was towards the cloſe of 
the Year 1741, when I received the firſt In- 
formation of ber Caſe from Mir. Muller, Sur- 
geon to the Abo Regiment, to whom ſhe had 
addreſſed herſelf in the beginning of her Diſ- 
order; he alſo preſented to me three ſmall Bones 
which had made their way through an Abſceſs 
in the poor Woman's Belly; of which more in 
the Sequel. It is very probable, that had Op- 
portunity favoured, ſhe might have been deli- 
vered of her unhappy Fe:us by our Surgeons; 
but beſides. the general Confuſion arifing from 
the rapid. Succeſſes of the Enemy, the Woman

particularly certified of the Circumſtances of ſuch 

an admirable Operation, that upon my Return 
| hither, I immediately enquired about the Wo- 
man, and ſent both for her and her Huſband. 

This was the firſt time they had ever. been 

within my Doors, and from their pertinent and 
ready Anſwers to all my Queſtions, being quite 

convinced of the Reality of the Event, in Con- 
firmation of it, I proceed to the Account. 

The Wife of Joran Hocls, lately a Soldier 

in the Abo Regiment, born of healthy Parents, 


is at preſent forty-ſeven Years'of Age, and was 


never ſubjet to any particular Diſeaſe. She 
was in her ſeventeenth Year when her Menſes 
firſt appeared ; they afterwards continued in 
their regular Courſe, In the Year 1725 being 
married, ſhe bore two Children, and both De- 
liveries were ſafe and eaſy. 


In 1730, towards the Cloſe of the aſa ſhe 


became again pregnant, and ſoon after com- 


pPlained of uncommon Pains in her Abdomen, 
- continual Qualms, &c. that frequently confined 
her to Bed for a Fortnight or three Weeks. At 
times ſhe was able, though not without Pain 
and Difficulty, to creep about, but theſe Inter- 
_ vals of Action were ſoon terminated by a Re- 


lapſe. In the Extremity of her Sufferings ſhe 
5 recourſe to her Neighbours, Who, accord- 
E 3 ing 
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ing to the old abominable Practice, put her in a 
hot Stove-Room for ſweating her, and there be- 
gan to rub her down with great Violence, telling 
her that her Womb was looſened, and that 
 Froaking ber (as their Phraſe was) would ſet it 
_ o//rights; but the Proceſs of theſe ignorant 
People had very unhappy Effects; the poor Wo- 
Man fell into a deplorable Condition. 
In January 1731, the Involucrum in which 
the Fztus lay breaking, a great Quantity of 
Water was diſcharged from her, and with it a 
Piece of the Membrane itſelf; yet about the fol- 
lowing Eaſter ſhe felt the Motions of a living 
Fetus in her, and began to mend and be about 
her Buſineſs, and at Whitſuntide found herſelf 
in ſuch Spirits as to go to a Merry- making, 
where; by the Indiſcretion of one in the Com- 
ſhe was thrown into a violent Fright, that 
ſhe immediately felt an acute Pain croſs her 
Abdomen. She had alſo before received ſome 
Hurt endeavouring to lift a Pail of Waſh over 
a high Sill, by falling with her Belly againſt the 
Edge of a Pail, which Accident obliged her to 
keep her Bed; ſhe further ſaid, that ſeveral 
times ſhe had overſtrained herſelf. as | 
Hler Belly, in the mean time, ee to 
ſwell, till near the Time of her Delivery, which, * 
by her certain Reckoning, was to be at Bartbo- x 
lamm Tide. Her Torture was the more per- 
plexing, the lower Parts not being affected, 
whilſt her Belly ſeemed to her as if ſawed from 
one Side to the other; this Was ſucceeded by 
very profuſe Diſcharges of Blood; her Belly 
„ | begag 
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began to ſubſide even to Flaccidity, and on the 
contrary her Breaſts ſwelled with Milk at leaſt 
ſufficient to have ſuckled two Children; and 
thus terminated this unhappy Delivery. It was 


not long after when the poor Woman was ſo 


extremely ill that every Body gave her over, and 
thus ſhe lay ten Months, in which time, nor 
ever afterwards did ſhe. feel any Motions of a 

_ Fetus, only had frequent Iſſues of Blood, not 
all equally A theſe however were judged 
to indicate that her Caſe admitted of Relief, in 
order thereunto ſhe took, with great Chearful- 
neſs whatever was preſcribed, and the: Iſſues of 
Blood ceaſed, but the Swelling of the Belly re- 
turned, ſo that her Acquaintance, being not the 
moſt knowing, imagined ſhe now would come 
to a real Parturition; but as before, there was a 
large Diſcharge of Blood, and all was over. At 
length the Diſcharge of Blood gradually leſſened, 
but her Belly ſwelled again to the Bigneſs of 
that of a Woman near her ME 0 and 0 con- 
tinned}: tr:

The frequent 3 the Wound, and the 
Extraction of ſuch a Number of Bones, how- 
ever carefully performed, might poſſibly have 
occaſioned ſome Damage; that an Increaſe of 
the Inflammation was little to be wondered at, 
there being alſo ſome Appearances of an ap- 


pProaching Gangrene. This, by a thought of 


the Woman's, Huſband, who had . been 
Servant to a Camp Surgeon, was treated with 
vinous Applications. He went, without the 
Privity of any one, and bought ſome Wine; in 
which, after boiling' it, he dipped ſome Rags and 
laid them all over the lower Part of his Wife's 
Belly ; and, after four or five Repetitions, he 
ſaw the good Effects of his Eflay. This en- 
couraged him to procure a ſmall Pair of braſs 
Tongs, with which he drew out twenty-two 
fragments more of ſmall bones, which he carried 
to Dr. Maunſey, who immediately went to the 
Woman, and by external Medicaments ſo far 
recovered her that afterwards the mended oy 
Day.

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ty x at Bs many Remedies FRO up as infat- | 
| lible againſt the Bite of a Snake, Experience 
frequently ſhows that ſcarcely one of them is to 
be depended on; fo that I conceive, that who- 
ever can point out a ſure and tried Remedy 
againſt that Misfortune, will do a very valuable 
Service to the Public; eſpecially as the internal 
and external Uſe of Sweet-oil, which of late is 
grown into ſuch Repute, and expatiated on at 
large in the Tranſactions of the Royal Society 
at London, does not always anſwer Expectation: 
For, though in our cold Climates Snakes are 
not ſo numerous, nor their Venom ſo active as 
in the ſouthern and hot Parts of the Globe; 
vet it is too evident, that not a Year paſſes but 
a great many country Peop le, in their ſummer 
Labours, are bit by Soak! and thus either im- 
mediately expire, or gradually linger till Death 
at length puts a Period to chelt Miſery. 
A Thing has come to gain the Name of a Re- 
medy againſt the Bite of a Snake by being uſed 
in Wounds which were not venomous, and the 
Perſons bit might, without. any Danger, have 
. forbore _ any Remedy, There are alſo

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Before it can be determined, whether a Re- 


medy againſt the Bite of a Snake is to be de. 
pended on, it muſt be known what Bites of 


Snakes are venomous and what not. This 


Knowledge was the Subject of the following 
Experiments, which I made in Tuly and Auguſi, 
in the royal Gardens at Paris in the year 1744 ; 
and in the Chymical Hall, in Company with 
Meſſieurs Blot and Grignon, two young Phyſi- 
Clans, and before Mr. Bernard Juſſim. 
We took a Snake of that Kind which the 
French call Coulervre ; Petiver, in his Muſæum, 
Anguis vulgaris fuſcus, collo flaveſcente, ventre 
albis maculis diſtincto; and the great Lineus, 
in his Fauna Suecica, Anguis ſcutis abdominalibur, 
177, ſquamis caude 25. In Sweden it is Lawn 
by the Name of Tontorm, Snock or Ringorm 
from a circle round its Neck. It was put into a 
large Comfit-glaſs, together with a ſmall Rat. 


We were diverted, for ſome Time, in ſeeing 


the Rat leap about the Snake, which, ſo far from 
touching 1 it, though we alſo did all we could to 
irritate it, coiled itſelf up and hid its Head. - 
We afterwards had the Courage to lay bold of 


it with our bare Hands, and even to lay it on 


our Fleſh, without being bit, much leſs did we 
feel any venomous Effects from it. Its Teeth are 
fo ſmall as ſcarce to be ſeen in their Mandibles ; 
they are alſo immoveable, fo that probably theſe

I am inclined to think that in many, bitten 
by Snakes, the Hurt proceeds only from that 
Species which, having ſharp Teeth, ſeize a Vein 
or Nerve, and a Tumor in the Foot may enſue, 


but without any worſe Conſequences; yet an 


Thing the Patient uſes in ſuch a Caſe, which 
might have been left to itſelf, becomes unde- 
ſervedly to be honoured with the Name of a 
Remedy. It is often ſeen, in Summer-time, 
that Dogs running in Fens and among Waters 
on a ſudden ſet up a Cry and come out with a 
ſwelled Noſe, which, however, by Degrees di- 
ſperſes; but if theſe Hurts proceeded from Vipers 
the Dogs would not. ſo eaſily get rid of them. 
I ſhall now mention ſome Experiments made 
on the ſame Occaſion with Vipers. We pro- 
cured a Viper at Paris, where they are ver

ood, and for attenuating it dothing could be 
better than the fœtid Spirit. 
On the Thirteenth of Auguſt we let the fait

vered. He did not appear to be in the leaſt

Forenoon, he grew ſick and would not eat. In 
the Afternoon he became heavy and weak, ſo as 
not to be able to ſtand on his Legs.

the vermes cucurbitinæ. This Worm which 
I found in a Bream was three fourths of an 
Ell and an Inch long, broader than that of 
Rhyuſchen's, but inſte: of any Annuli, I could 
only obſerve a Stria along ihe Body. It was 
white and, in the middle, of the breadth of a 
little Finger, 2 obtuſely at both 
Ends, like that deſeribed by Rhyuſch. A Figure 
of it may be ſeen at 6. The Breams in whom 
ſuch Worms are found are always poor, even 
when Breams are in ſeaſon; which evidences 
that this Worm preys on the alimentary Juices 
in the Fiſh; and is not the like ſymptom 
obſervable in thoſe - of the human Species who . 
are afflicted with theſe Vermin? Are they not 
pale, meagre and of a cadaverous Appearance, 
I farther remember to have ſeen ſuch a one 
in a Salmon; but which was much leſs, and 
both ſides of its emaciated body as it were 
undulated, almoſt like a fine Saw. It had 
alſo its proper Annuli or Separations. See Fi igure 
c. I have likewiſe met with theſe Worms in 
Trouts, Gudgeons and Redeyes. With this com- 
pare Artedi's zchthyology under the Words clupea 
and ofmerus. May not thoſe who eat plenti- 
fully of ſuch Fiſhes, particularly when half 
raw, be more ſubje& to theſe Accidents than 
others. This Queſtion I refer to farther ex- 
amination: But I know from Experience that 
Perſons living near Waterfalls, Rivers, Brooks 
and even Lakes, which abound with Fiſh, 
are more troubled with Worms than thoſe

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eat any fiſh. And of this Aſſertion the In- 
habitants of Eaſt Bothnia, Biorneburg and Kym- 
megard are inſtances. In thoſe parts the 
Diſtemper of the Tetter- Worm is moſt fre- 
quent, although it is too common among the 
poorer ſort of the Inhabitants of Abo, and 
eſpecially the Charity Children, a great part of 
whoſe Food all Spring and Summer is Salmon, 
Gudgeons, and Redeyes, on account of the mul- 
titude of them in the neighbouring Rivers.

as melancholy Experience ſhewed, ſoon after 
longer Pieces are found in the Body, as is 
evident from the frequent diſcharge of ſuch 
Fragments, and theſe ſometimes continue during 
Lite. This increaſe of Tetter-Worm, however, 

; will 
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will not appear ſo very ſtrange to the Natura- 
lifts, to whom, I ſuppoſe, the vermis gordius 
is not unknown: Which when cut in ſeveral - 
Pieces and thrown into the Water, ſo many 
entire Worms are produced from the Pieces, 
a new Head and Tail being ſeen to germi- 
nate from each. But the Annotations of the 
incomparable Maſphigi will throw ſome Light 
on this Hiſtory. This ſagacious Perſon Pas 
diſcovered in Silk- Worms a Heart, Skull and 
Lungs in every Diviſion of its Body; who 
knows but they may have a ſimilarity of Struc- 
ture with the Tetter-Worm *. The Caſe being 
fo, it requires no farther explanation to ſhow 
how the Tetter-Worm as often as it is cut 
into Pieces, completely renews its Figure, and 
the principal parts. of the Body, namely, the 
Heart, Lungs and Brain ſtill remainingngg. 


As it will not tear and unite again after ſeparation, no 
more will the Silk-Worm.. The pulfatory Vein which 
in Silk - Worms as well as Caterpillars runs along the 
Back, the Air-holes which ſuch Creatures ſhow in their 
Sides, belong to ſomething appendant to them. The firſt 
may be called a ſeries of Hearts; and as many Air- holes 
as they have, they may be reckoned to have ſo many 
_ Lungs, yet are not theſe Hearts and Lungs to be ſevered, 
no more than in Quadrupeds the right Lungs be cut off 
from the left, or one lobe from the other. Upon obſerving 
the diſſection of a Silk- Worm given by M. Travald in 
VII. &c. one will ſoon find, that it is not like the 
Tetter- Worm. Polypus's may be cut aſunder at pleaſure, 
and yet» they become complete again.

Worms, I uſed the fame method with ſeveral 
Who had Tetter-Worms, but to own the Truth, 
without any Effet. I remember T employed 
ſtronger Medicines, namely, Bretker's Elixir, 
as it is called, or Hiarness Teſtament, of which 
I will here produce an Inſtance. A Tradeſ- 
man in Abo, had an Apprentice of a pale 
_ Viſage, and in every part of his Buſineſs 
extremely flow and dull, which cauſed him 
often to be beaten by his inconſiderate Maſter. 
He was taken with an Ague. His Maſter had 
recourſe to his uſual family Medicine, the 
_ abovementioned Hiarness Teſtament on which 
he lay a mighty Streſs and poured a good 
Quantity of it into a Glaſs, and as much 
Brandy, as filled it up; upon the young Man's 
drinking it off, he went to Bed in order to 
ſweat, and thus the Fever left him. He 
continued the ſame Medicine, and to promote 
its Effects covers himſelf with furs. Having 
laid about an hour and ſweated he found an 
inclination to go to Stool; when a very large 
Piece of Tetter - Worm (of which before he 
had no manner of thoughts) was diſcharged.

Ta one unknown. The fitteſt Perſon to give

= reſides in Places where it is frequent. What 
the induſtrious Dr. Charles Bonnet has diſcovered 
will be ſeen, upon his fulfilling the Promiſe 
made in the preface to his Inſeclolagia, F. 17. 
Ihe Queſtion propoſed by Profeſſor Sporing, 
herber thoſe are more ſubjett to the Tetter-Worm, 
woho frequently eat Fiſh, in which ſuch Worms are 
found, deſerves Attention. Though I cannot 
venture to give a poſitive Anſwer, this I know, 
that our Fiſhermen here about the Malerſer 
always throw away ſuch which have a Tetter- 
Worm as occaſioning incurable Diſtempers in 
thoſe who eat of it. And this the Fiſhermen are 
ſo well {killed in, that only by looking on the 
outſide of the Fiſh, they can certainly diſtinguiſh 
whether it has a Tetter or not. This they 


know from three infallible Tokens. 1. That

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The Pains occaſioned by the Tetter- Worm, 
_ often taken for hiſteric Complaints. 1 
attended a Lady of Diſtinction at Stochbolm, 
who without any Relief had for five years 
ſucceſſively uſed every thing that could be pre- 
ſcribed againſt the hiſteric Affection. In the 
year 1730,-ſhe began to drink Wicksberg Water, 
when in a little above a Fortnight her ſuppol- 
ed Hifterics became ſo violent that her Life 
was deſpaired of. At the end of three Days, 
however, they began to abate; and at the _ 
ſame time came from her a Worm eight : 
Ells in Length and which is: ſtill preſerved in bk 
Spirits of Wine: Thus her real Diſorder be- 9 
came known. The Patient recovered to a 
tolerable State of Health and Cheerfulneſs; 
but ſtill remained lean. The next Vear when 
J ſaw her for the firſt time, ſhe was again 
drinking the Wickeberg Waters, whch had 
nearly the ſame Effects as the former Vear. 
She was ſeized with violent Pains and on the ' 
third Day voided three Ells of the Worm: 
From which time her Recovery went on better, 
the began to gather Fleſh- and has ever ſinoe 
N a good State of Health. ft 
Iam afraid, that to aſcertain, the Spe wn 
or Tokens by which theſe Worms may be $0 
known, is a Matter of great Difficulty. Their 
Seat may be in the Stomach or the Inteſtines 
and there occaſion ſpaſmodick pains. And they 
may alſo be more active and ſtrong in ohe than 
e ; likewiſe the dents of Aliments 


and _ 
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and Regimen of Life will cauſe a greater diſ- 
turbance to the Worm in ſome more than ih 
others. But as we are pretty well acquainted 
with the Nerves appertaining to each of theſe 
parts, I do not give it up as an impoſſibility, 
eſpecially if for ſome time we have taken 
particular notice of the Patient's Condition in 
the different Attacks of the Diſtemper. It 
may reaſonably be hoped, that what occurs to 
many under various Attacks will at leaſt lead 
us to a ſufficient Knowledge of it. 
The only Patients with Tetter-Worms whan 
it has fallen in my way to viſit were two 
Students in one Univerſity : And I carefully ſet 
down: the particulars of their State, both before 
and under the Attacks.

My Patients felt no Pain or Anxiety, except in 

the Approaches of, and during the Attack. 

They were chearful and ſociable, without any 

Complaints of weakneſs in their Arms and 
Legs: They ſleep well, have no melancholy 

or frightful Dreams. Their Memory is nat 
affected. They feel nothing like a Strangula- 
tion in the Mornings or at Night. All the 

outward Mark that one of them has is a 
lucid Circle under the Eyes. It is only in 

the time of the Attack that their Eyes have 

any Moiſture more then uſual, and when it 
is over, they feel no Pains in the Armpits. 
The Symptoms I deſcribe and thoſe of Mr. 

Vieuſen agree no farther than that the Attack 

generally declares it ſelf in the Forenoon; or 

when the Patients have faſted long, that their 

Breath is very ſtrong, their Stools fœtid; and 
how much ſoever they eat ey! ram remain 

. lean. 

On this Occaſion, I ſhall briefly kabjoin the 

Method I uſed for the expulſion of theſe 

Worms. About a Year ago I was applied 4

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by a Peafarit of Eaftbothnia. The Account of 
bis Sufferings he himſelf had drawn up; and 
7 ſhall give it in his own Words. 

1. ft is now fourteen Years ſince I firſt felt 
a Burning under my Breaſt, though without 
any remarkable Motion there.

The Peaſant; according to is own Account, 
tried ſeveral Medicaments, but without effect, 
as he could ſtay no longer at Sachen, being 
obliged to return home with his Bark: By 
which I was deprived of the Opportunity of 
obſerving the Symptoms wherewitk hes Fit 
was accompanied. His Journey rendered it 
neceſſary for me to preſeribe his: Regimen, 
which ſoon operated ſucceſsfully. ' 

I had lately read Mr. Vieuſen's laſt mentioned 
Book. And therein the high commendation 
he gives to Oil mixt with Quickſilver and 
other Detergents. I was very glad of an Op- 
portunity of experimenting ' the Truth; but my 
Joy was ſoon at an end; Mr. Vieuſens Remedy 
having no better Succeſs. than 'many others, 
which have been cried up for their Infallibility 
in expelling | Worms. If a large Worm had 
come from him, as in the Spring of 1746, 
before he had taken any Phyſick, it would have 
gained this Remedy an Applauſe which it had 
not deſerved.” Many conceive the Worm ſome- 
times to grow till the Inteſtines being no longer 


able to contain them, a part muſt come out: 


And ſuch may have been the caſe of the young 
Woman mentioned by Fabricius. Often a Part 
of it dies or becomes deſiccated, and this Part 
is eaſily diſcharged.” A Part of a Polypus is 
frequently ſeen to die, and without a — 
. abſciſ-

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abſciſſion the whole Polypus is affected i And- 
herein the Tetter- Worm differs from it. bi 
can ſhew that the Fetter Worm often 
decays betwixt two Joints, till at laſt — is an 
utter ſeparation: And this I have ſeen to happen 
two ways; either the Corruption has begun on” 
both Sides; as it were forming two Half. Moons 
or beginning in the middle it has left only a Fila- 
ment or two on both ſides. If the Corruption 
began at the upper End of the Worm, the 
Piece coming from it is large; but if towards 
the End of the Worm then the Piece is ſmaller: 
and from theſe decays it is that Pieces of it are 
diſcharged without any medical Help. Could 
the cauſe of this Corruption be come at, and 
promoted, it would greatly facilitate the total 
Expulſion of the Worm. But it will be better 
to proceed in a full Account of this Method 
by which it is now practicable. Quick- ſilver is 
reckoned a ſpecifick againſt Worms; yet is of 
no manner of effect againſt Tetter- Worms: 
As is incontrovertibly manifeſt from the afore- 
mentioned Obſervation on the Peaſant; as like- 
wiſe that the Woman mentioned. in the :Begins 
ning, from what ſtrange Notion I know not, 
was put under a Salivation; and during the 
whole Courſe of it, not the leaſt Piece of 4 
Tetter - Worm was ſ een. 
The mineral Waters at rr Flackebb, 
e Milberg, Warby, &c. ate likewiſe in 
great repute againſt Tetter-Worms: And ithis 
Opinion ſeems countenanced by the abovemen- 
tioned Obſervation. But many are the Inſtances

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in which I have known it to fail. I ſhall only 


mention that of a young Woman who for. ſeveral 
| Years . of violent Fits of the Cholick. 


Amongſt her Fæces appeared ſomething like 
Cucumber- ſeeds. I ſuſpected a Tetter- Worm 
and ordered her to uſe Dr: A/ton's Tin- powder 
in the manner preſcribed in the Medical Eſſays 
Book. 5. Part 1. F. 89. But whether it was 
her Averſion to faking it, or the intolerable 
Pains which The faid it cauſed in her, it 
was at het paſſionate Intreaties diſcontinued at 
the end of two Days: However, a piece of 


Tetter - Worm was diſcharged ; which was a 
plain Evidence of the Nature of her Diſtemper. 


As I could not afterwards prevail on her to 

uſe the former Medicine, I recommended 
to her the uſe of one of our beſt mineral 
Waters, namely, that of Flackbete. This ſhe 
continued three Years ſucceſſively. In thoſe - 
Weeks that ſhe drank it, ſhe found herſelf quite 

eaſy; but without any voidance of Worms, 
either at the time or afterwards. Of my viſceral 


Elixir the alſo made frequent uſe; and with 


good effect. But one Circumſtance that I 
am at a loſs to acconnt for is, -namely, that. 
when ſhe uſes the Elixir, her Diſcharges of thoſe 
ſubſtances 'which appear like Cucumber-ſeeds, 
are much more copious than at other times. If 
theſe be the Spawn of the Tetter-Worm or 
vermes cucurbitini, I wonder whether the Elixir 
be the occaſion of her diſcharging a greater 


Quantity of them, or whether this Worm be 


always ſo amazingly prolific. 59895 
| | | I enter= 
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1 entertain good Hopes of the abovemen- 
tioned Tin - powder, which I have had occaſion 
of | uſing, but with different Effect. A Perſon 
of Diſtinction turned of thirty, and who had 
always enjoyed a good State of Health, in- 
formed me, that ſince his return from the 
laſt F inland Expedition; he had obſeryed Pieces 
of a Tetter-Worm. to come from him; but his, 
inſtead of being White, were of an Iron Co- 
lour. Though they occaſioned no Sickneſs, 
he very 1 at my advice, conſented to make 
' uſe of Dr. Aſton's Tin-powder, which he did 
for two Vears: Since which time he has never 
obſerved any thing of the Worm; and it has 
alſo tended to the confirmation of his Health.

The firſt Trial I made my ſelf Ik found 
two raw Recruits of 3 s freed of the 
Fever without the Bark, but blind. I imme- 
diately drew through the. Seton with a blunt 
Needle and a 515 of plubked- Cotton-linen. 
This was about Eleven at Night, and at my 
cuſtomary Rounds about Eight next Morning, 
I had the pleaſure of finding both Wicht a 
tolerable Uſe of their Eyes. fa 
At this Viſit the Pe ever. Fit came upon. A 
Huſſar of Davies Regiment, The Sight of 
one Eye was gone at Seven in the Morning, 
though the time of the Fever was not till Nine. 
I. immediately uſed the Seton, and two Hours

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and within Any ſour Hours he ſaw perfect 
well. 
All who had the add Fit, and could fafely 
uſe the Bark, began to take it. Their Fever 
Hours being again watched, the Fever was 
found to have left them, but they were blind 
like thoſe who had not uſed the Bark; however 
by the introduction of the Seton, within two 
or three Days they recovered their Sight. 
My oon Cutioſity moved me to apply 
Seton in two. Subjects fix or eight = 
before the Fever was to come on, both in the 
mean time taking every Hour near a Drachm 
of the Powder of Bark. The. Fever was 
checked, but their Sight grew dim, though not 
to the Degree of Blindneſs as in the others,

In ſome the Fever was continual and attended

Remarks on Critical Tumors after a violent epi- 
ademic Fever, which proved mortal upon opening 


"them, but were to be removed by Laxati ves. 


ITHERTO, both among the Students | 
+ and Practitioners of Phyſick, it has been a. 


Concluſion generally received, that on the 
appearance of critical Tumours, after a ſevere 
IIineſs, the Patient is out of all Danger, pro- 
vided they be opened in time; but Experience 


has 
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has ſhewn' that this does not always hold good; 
that theſe Tumours often draw the molbid 
Matter from the noble Viſcera to the Glands 
of the Skin, and thus prevent other trouble- 
ſome Swellings ; ;\remoye an Ague, and putrid 
Fevers, and thus prove the Means of faving 
the Patients Life, is true. But what chiefly 
brought me to call in queſtion the old Tenet, 
and eſpecially with delirious Patients, to take 2 
Method, contrary to the uſual Practice, was the 
following Obſervation. : 

In July. Auguſt and Se; en, in cs Vear 
1743, a violent putrid Fever raged in that 
part of the French Army which returned from 
the Expedition into Bobemia and Bavaria. It 
had been preceded by a very ſevere Winter, 
a Tertian Fever in the Spring, want of Provifi- 
ons in Summer, bad Attendance, and continual 
Fatigue. No ſooner had they reached the 
Frontiers of France and were come to a State 
of Reſt, Tranquillity and good Attendance in 
the Camp-hoſpitals, but Swellings ſhewed them- 
ſelves behind their Ears, under their Arms, and 
in other parts: And N e with a very good 
Effect towards their Recovery. To accelerate 
the Excretions, I at firſt breaks all in the Hoſ- 
pital under my Care, according to the com- 
mon Method, promoting the Tumours, opening; 
them when ripe, and cleanſing and evacuating , 
them. But all chat was done by the firlt 
Opening was only the Diſcharge of the Pus; 
Moſt of them dying betwixt the fourth and 
eighth oy after the Opening, This Miſear-

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riage, with ſach a multitude of Patients, gave 
me an infinite concern, that I determited to 
deviate from the common Courſe of Practice. 
1. 1 obſerved, that before the arance of 
theſe: Swellings the Patients had all the 8 
"toms incident to ſuch Fevers. 2. That as theſe 
Swellings appeared and increaſed, the Symp- 
toms diminiſhed. 3. That when they were 
quite ripe. and fit to be opened, the Patients 
found themſelves beſt. 4. Upon being — — 
the Patients relapſed, — Soniptagls returned, 
and moſt of them died within eight Days after. 
5..1f the Tumours were left unopened for a 
whole Week, the Patients found no manner of 
Inconveniency from them. 6. Among the 
Number of Patients this Month, above a 
T houſand had Swellings, which, notwithſtand- 
ing the application of Suppuratives immediate- 
ly. after their Appearance, and though with a 
fluctuation of Matter, yet diſperſed ; this Patients 
ſoon after had a Looſeneſs, with a mixture of 
Pus in their Fæces, their Saliva was phlegmatic, 
at their Noſtrils they voided a ſanious Matter, and 
they got ſafely over the Diſeaſe. ' 7. That the 
opened Tumours ſooneſt dried up, which was 
followed by a violent burning. 8. That in 
thoſe who had ſuch Swellings and inſtead of 
Attendance, had been continually carried in 


the Waggons, the Matter had diſtributed itſelf, 
8 and the Cuticula ſubſided.

Theſe Obſervations! convinced me, that the 
vital Powers ſecretedthe morbid Humours through 
the above mentioned Tubercles and carried 
them to the Glands near the Ears, Arm-pits and 
other Parts, where they ſtagnated, diffolving = 
the ends of the Veins and the pinguious 
Veſicles thereabouts into a liquid Pus, which 
afterwards by the mere impulſe of Nature were 
conveyed to the ſecretory Veſſels or Glands in 
the Noſe, Gums, Throat and Inteſtines, but in 
moſt, as the Event manifeſted, by no means 
ſuffered the external Air to mix with the Pus 
in the opened Tumours. My Inference was, 
that no Swelling of this kind was to be opened; 
but entirely left to the vital Powers, ſupported 
by a generous Aliment to ſeparate and ripen 
the Pus, without any aid of Suppuratives, or 
vithout Catharticks to arreſt their progreſs. 
Upon their growing ripe for opening, I imme- 
diately began to purge the Patients, with a 
Potion of Rhubarb, Calabrian Manna and Ep- 
ſom Salts: I carefully attended to its Effect, 
and found after the ſecond or third Purge the 
Diſcharges by Stool to conſiſt of a purulent 
Slime. This Proceſs, contrary to Expectation, 
ſtrengthened the Patient, the Pus decreaſed, 
the Swellings gradually diſappeared, and the 
far greateſt Number recovered. Their Food 
was good Broth, but without Vegetables. Their 
Drink was a Ptiſan of Barley and Liquorice. 
Some, inſtead of this, had Milk with Cream 
of Tartar or Tamarinds in it. The occaſion

N the Summer of 1743 a King's Welker 
arrived here in a Veſſel which had belon 
to the Fleet and brought the Bloody Flux with 
him. The firſt affected were ſuch as live in 
the Pariſhes near the Sea- ſide; afterwards the 
Diſeaſe ſpread like a Plague over the whole 
Country and raged with greater mas þ than | 
in the Years 1695, 6 and 79. 

Its Violence at this time was particularly i in- 
re by the unwholſome Food and bad 
Weather. The hard Night Froſts had damaged 

laſt Year's Grain, yet the only alternative for the 
poor People of the Country was to eat that or 
none, whereas the Rich and the Inhabitants of 
the great "Towns being able to procure 
Corn from the ſouthern Parts, few of them had 


the 
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the Flux. With this Bread the poor were 
reduced to eat a kind of ſmall River-Fiſh or 
Stromlinge catched this Vear in great numbers, 
but which ſoon corrupted, to which likewiſe the 
Weather contributed not a little; June, July 
and Auguſt, this Year being hazy, with extreme 
Heat, ſome violent Rains, and generally the Wind 
Eaſt and Sputherly. From hence it happened 
that the Low Country Marſhes and Lakes ſuf- 
fered much more than the high Grounds, the 
Mountains, and wide Plains. | 
Ihe Diſorder ſcarce ſpared any Body within 
Doors, not even the poor Peaſant's Cow and. 
Hog. Calves died in great numbers, and the 
Swine, by eating the Patient's bloody Stools, im- 
mediately felt the loathſome and deleterious 
Effects. 555 
The Women ſuffered! more than the Men. 
The pregnant were often preſerved from the 
bloody Flux by parturition; but few ſurvived 
who met with any accident during this ſtation. 
More Children and young Perſons died than 
Adults, as appears from the annexed Regiſter. 
According to the different Conſtitutions of 
the Patients their Caſes differed; when Death 
enſued, they died the ninth or tenth day, with 
the following Symptoms; terrible irritations 
before, at, and after going to Stool, a burning 
Heat in the Throat, Drought, Anxiety, Terror, 
want of Sleep, a Delirium, extreme Weakneſs, 
black Lumps of coagulated Blood, and fetid 
Water in the Stools; Coldneſs and Tremors.

T HE Patient was a Clergyman of Halſing=. 
land, towards fixty Years of age. For 


twenty Years paſt he had felt a Pain in the 


Urethra, with ſome obſtruction in making Water. 


This increaſed more and more, till at len 

by the Advice of Dr. Backs, who from all Cir- 
cumſtances concluded, that his Diſorder was the 
Stone, he came hither and was recommended 
to me. I could feel the ſtone with the Ca- 
theter, but its bigneſs, and whether it adhered, 


was more than I could determine. I adviſed 


him to undergo the Operation, to which he 


readily conſented. It was performed accord- 


ing to the great Apparatus, in preſence of Mr. 


Strandberg and ſeveral Surgeons. Within ſome 
Minutes I laid hold of the Stone with the 


Forceps, but to extract it proved fo tedious and 


difficult, as exceedingly affected me, after 


trying at it above an Hour; ſo that two For- 
ceps were unſerviceable. I grew tired and 


diſcouraged, and entreated Mr. Acrell to extract 
the Stone, yy declined it. After farther 


incifion at the Neck of the Bladder, we found 


that behind, near the Rectum, it incloſed the 
Neck of the Stone like a Bag; the Stone alſo 


adhered to it, Its Head was grown to the

A few Days ago 1 Ncewved a Lend from 


him, in which he gave me an Account of his 


preſent Situation, which was pretty good, ex- 
cept only aft inability to hold his Water, 


which he imputed to a Debility occaſioned by 


the Violence the Parts had ſuſtained, hoping 


to get the better of it in time. Hence it appears, 


that the Stones in the Bladder which likewiſe 


concrete to it, and are incloſed in a particular 


Envelopement, may however be laid hold on 


with ſucceſs.

or Sphacelated, the greateſt Skill and Attention 
commonly prove ineffectual; at leaſt, in my forty 

| Years Practice I have neither ſeen nor heard 
of a parallel Caſe to the prefent, of which I 


am now to give a ſhort Account. 


A Captain-lieutenant of fifty Years of age, 
of a hale and ſtrong Conſtitution, in December 
1747, began to feel a Heavineſs in his Body, 
with a difficulty of Reſpiration and a ſtiffneſs 
in his Limbs, together with' an unquenchable 

'Thirſt, theſe Symptoms continued till the fol- 
lowing Year 1748, he uſing only ſome domeſtic 
| Remedies, and obſerving no proper Diet. 

In 1749, about Epiphany, his Feet, Legs, 
Thighs, Belly and Scrotum began to ſwell, 
upon which he had recourſe to me. I pre- 
| pare for him ſtrong purging Herbs ſteeped in 
ine, which had a good Effect, but the Water 
however had ſo filled the Scrotum, that it was 
ſwelled above the bigneſs of the Crown of a 
Man's hat. 
An old and otherwiſe experienced Sun of 
a Regiment, of his own Head paſſed a Seraceum 
with an improper Needle, and had fo little 
attention that one of the Patients Teſticles 
was hurt. On the twenty-fourth of February 
I was ſent for and at my arrival I found to 
my great Surprize the whole Scrotum ſphace- 
lated ; it ſtan& extremely, and the only ſound 
Part was but about the breadth of three Fing- 
ers, adhering to the Perinæum, and with which 
oY a. _ the Teſtes, which were bare, 
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could be covered. I immediately made a deep | 
Scarification in the whole mortified Part, I boiled 
Linden-bark in Lie, Vinegar and Brandy, toge- | 
ther with Salt (for better Remedies were not to 
be got, being three Miles and a half diſtant 
from the Town or any Apothecary) in this 
Decoction I ſteeped Linen Rags, wrung them 
and laid them warm over the Scrotum, I brought 
the ſound Strip forward, and covered all with 
the Linen prepared as before: Over this I laid 
Emplaſirum Citrinum, in order to keep all tight. 
Under the Bandage, which I changed twice 4 
Day, one could diſcern the Water running out 
from the upper Parts of the Body. f 
The Decoction was daily continued, and the 
Evacuation conſtant. After ſome Days I 
ceived a {mall Hole in the Root of the Pons 
towards the Suture of the Scrotum, this Was 
covered with Compreſſes of Lint, wetted with 
the Stuphes, and healed up. Something like a 
Fiſtula was likewiſe diſcovered on the right 
Side of the Penis, which by injecting it with 
blue Vitriol diſſolved in Water, and laying on 
Lint was healed, only the Prepuce could not 
afterwards be drawn over the Glans, ſo that 
the Patient was afflicted with a Phimoſis; in 
all other reſpects the Cure was complete. 
What gave infinite concern to Mr. Berohn, 
vho aſſiſted during the whole Cure; with his 
well known Dexterity and indefatigable Care, 
was the Wound made in one of the Teſtes 
the Needle in drawing through the Scrotum. 4

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| it a fungous carnoſity, which by the  applica- 
tion of burnt Alum, became corneous, but at 
laſt it came off and the Wound healed. In 
fine the Scrotum grew together, contracted to its 
natural Size and became corrugated ; and a 
hard Tegument, in appearance like a Tumour 
in an Apple, grew over the Hole. The Cure 
was compleated in two Months, ſo that the 
Patient on Wedneſday before Eaſter got out of Bed;

This Patient afterwards relapſed ; his Belly 
was ſwelled, he felt a Weakneſs and Stiffneſs 
in his Joints, Thirſt, &c. Which he entirely 


removed, by uſing Elder-bark as Tea, drinking 


ſeveral Diſhes, — were attended with Vo- 


mitings and Stools. 


He alſo drank an Infuſion of freſh Parſley, 
which provokes Urine and abates Thirſt. He 
alſo was freed from the aforeſaid Phimoſis by 
continual Motion in travelling, which likewiſe 
delivered. him from the Contraction of the 
Scretum and entirely reſtored him _ to his 
former athletic Vigour.

Could any one 
from exact Minutes of the Symptoms ſuch Pa- 
tients complain of, diſcover one Sign W 
accompanying or following the Stone, and 
ſave himſelf the trouble of undertaking this 8 
ful Proceſs without any neceſſity, the Author 
would have the generous Satisfaction of enrich- 
ing Surgery with an ineſtimable Diſcovery.

Account of an | hitherto unheard of E ia in 
the Back.

AN NA Elizabeth Vo an, a ſtrong robuſt Coun- 
try- Woman, fifty Vears of Age, on the 28thof 
July, of the paſt Year, when the Heat, which 
is very uncommon, was at ninety- four Degrees 
in Farenbeit's Thermometer, ſuddenly fell down 
dead as ſhe was reaping, at the Village of 
Harperbauſen, near Gottingen. Mr. Bornaman, 
our Surgeon, and myſelf were ſent for by Mr. 
Harte, one of his Britanic Majeſty's Officers, 
in order for diſſecting her as a very extraordinary 


Phos- 
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Phenomenon. Though ſhe had not been dead 
above twenty-four Hours, we found the Body 
extremely putrified ; which unqueſtionably pro- 
ceeded from the exceſſive Heat. There was no 
outward Appearance of any hurt ; but we were 
not a little ſhocked at the Sight of an enormous 
. Tumour reſembling a Bag, hanging from the 
Mattes down to the very Calf of the Leg. It 
ſtruck me I own with Horror and Perplexity. 
At firſt I began to imagine that poſſibly there 
might be a latent cyſtick Tumour under it *. 
The Skin of this Bag was extremely diſtended, . 
ſmooth, and diſtinctly venous. In figure it ſome- 
thing reſembled a Florence Flaſk. The length 
of it was a full Ell, and the loweſt part mea- 
ſured an Ell and a half in Circumference and 
the Diameter at that Place was near half an 
Ell. This Tumour, towards the Nates, from 
Which it was originated, contracted itſelf, that 
xꝛt its Beginning on the right Side near the Mouth 
of the Rectum above the right Buttock to the 
Os ſacrum, it formed a longiſh round Neck 
which could be graſped with the Hand . Y 
The Surgeon made a direct Inciſion from the 
Bottom towards its Commencement ; and imme 
diately iſſued the greateſt Part of the ſmall Guts, 
with the Meſentery, a part of the Colon, and of 
the Omentum, which I little expected; and as it 
raiſed great Aſtoniſhment in the By-Standers, ſo 
I frankly acknowledged never to have ſeen, or

' Excluſive of the before-mentioned Parts the 
Cyſtis contained nothing unnatural, except a 


ſmall quantity of yellow Liquor. The Surgeon 
continued the Inciſion to its Origin. But as a 


part of the Coecum filled the Orifice of the 
Hernia, J oppoſed the Continuance of the Inci- 
ſion on the Outfide. And in order the better to 
diſcover the Situation of the Rupture from the 
inward Parts, I'cauſed the Body to be laid on 
its back, and the Abdomen to be l¹d open. Here 
again it cauſed no little Aſtoniſhment, to ſee the 
Body without Entrails. The ſmall Guts were 


prolapſed into the Bag ; theſe were followed by 


the Meſentery, which was extremely lengthen- 


ed +; and laſtly came the Beginning of the 


Colon, with the vermiform Proceſs #. The In- 


clination of the Colon, which is always towards 


the left Region of the Flank, was diſordered 


and out of its proper Situation &. Even the 
lower part of the Entrail, together with the 
greateſt part of the Rectum, hung at the Mouth

it were coiled, lay in the Pelvis before the Aper- 
ture of the Hernia. The Matrix hung ob- 
liquely at the opening of the Hernia, and the 
Ovarium on the right Side; which was ſur- 
rounded with ſmall aqueous Veſicles, and indur- 
ated, hung together with the iba Fallopiang 
alſo before the Mouth of the: Hernia: The Rec- 
tum was of an extraordinary Largeneſs, the 
ſmall Guts were inflamed, and the Blood Veſ- 
ſels extremely dilated with Blood. 7 

Laſtly, I directed the lower part of the Rec- 
tum before the Orifice of the Hernia to be tied 
with a Thread, and under it to be abſciſed, in- 
order to trace the Hernia with more Preciſion. 
The Entrails being removed, on the right Side 
near the Orifice » the Hernia, and cloſe to the 
Side of the Iſchium, I perceived a long Aperture 
upwards towards the Os ſacrum, through which 
I could eaſily paſs my Finger into the Cyſtis 
which hung down out of the Body: And now. 
we could perceive the Cyſtis of the Rupture 
proceeding from the Sides of the Peluis as a 
Proceſſus of the Peritonæum, fo that it was as it 
were of the Form of a Funnel, hanging very 
looſely from the Os pubis and Hip-bone through 
the oblong Aperture of thoſe two Bones, and 
taking its way under the ligamentum ſchiadicum 
facrum it paſſed out of the Pelvis. 

The Integument of this Cyſtis was an Inch 
thick, and the whole inward Cavity inveſted 
with the cellular Membrane of the Peritonæum. 
It is alſo to be obſerved, that the Body itſelf was 


de 
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very fat; and the Cyſtis itſelf under the exter- 
nal Skin was ſurrounded with an adipoſe I 
ſtance. . 

I think I have not omitded diligently to en« 
quire into every Particular which could be ſup- 
poſed to have any Share in this prodigious 
Hernia ; but all the Account that I could get 
from hey Relations and her Siſter was, that the 
deceaſed about ten Years ago had a Boil on her 
hinder Parts the bigneſs of a little Ball, but 
which by degrees increaſed to the enormous Size 
we have ſpoken of; that in her Evacuations ſhe + 
was abliged to hold the Cyſtus with her Hands 
to turn the Body on the left Side, and to lie on 
her Side in Bed; and that when ſhe went to 
work the Cyſtis was faſtened on her Back with a 
piece of Linen, with this Addition alſo, that 
they who were very near her, eſpecially at work, 
heard. a ſort of cooing a8 they called it.

T is too well known, that the confluent Small 
Pox are of ſuch a dangerous nature, that the 
greateſt Care and Skill are ſeldom able to . 
fect a Recove | 


It has frequently been the Subject of my 
Thoughts how ſuch a fatal Diſtemper might. be 


prevented, or at leaſt, if it could not be avoided, 
how to abate its Malignity. I hope that by 
God' s Blefling I haye Ls the ſecond, 15 
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the forty-three Experiments which I had occa- 
ſion to make in the Years 1744 and 1750, 
when this confluent kind of Small Pox raged 
with ſuch Fatality at Up/a/; where my Succeſs 
confirmed me in the conſtant Uſe of the follow- 
ing Method. 

When the Small Pox is known to be in the 
Neighbourhood, or if any Perſon .in the Houſe 

already has them, or if one lives with Perſons 
who are obliged to be in infected Houſes, I 
would recommend, 
. That a Child take a gentle Purgative of 
Manna.

For the firſt four or five Weeks give it 
the preſervative Pills twice a Week, on Monday 
and Friday Evenings: Afterwards once a Week 
ſuffices. The Doſe for each may eaſily be 
known, by procuring the Child two eaſy Stools 
in a Morning. 

I myſelf generally gave a Child of two Years 
of Age three Pills; one of three, four; and one 
of four Years old, five. If this Doſe is not the 
next Day followed by two eaſy Stools, let it be 
increaſed with one or two Pills; and afterwards 
keep to that which anſwers. In the firſt vario- 
lous Symptoms in a Child who uſes this Me- 


dicine, I immediately diſcontinued the Pills.

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One only, and that without my Knowledge, : 
took them on the ſecond Day after being in- 
fected: On the third Day ſome Spots appeared 
in his Face; but on the fourth Day they diſ- 
appeared. The Child found himſelf well and 
went about. A Fortnight after he was taken 
with the real Small Pox, but ſo mildly, that he 
had only five in his Face, and was only lightly 
indiſpoſed. | 

This Method was tried on Children from two 
to nineteen Years of Age: And the Reſult was, 
that by continuing it two Months, they ped 
the Infection that time and aſterwards.

putrified. On opening it, we obſerved a ve 


extraordinary Phenomenon on the Liver. In a 
'Fztus it is generally of ſuch a largeneſs as to 
reach almoſt to the Navel forwards, and fide- 
*wiſe to the Flank ; but here it was fo ſmall, that 
the whole of it lay on the Inſide before the 


Ribs. 
Upon Britier Search the Proceſs of the Peri- 
tonaum, which in ſome meaſure reſembles a 


Leaf, and by Anatomiſts is called the Suſpenſory 


Ligament of the Liver, was not to be found. 
For the other Proceſs of the Peritonæum, which 
is continued with the Lena umbiliculit, wras fo 


contracted with this Vein on the ander Fiſſure 


of the Liver,” that it did not reach to the raiſe 
art of it. 


This Inſtance PAR: ko e Winſlow's  Opi- 


nion that this Proceſs is not that which properly 


keeps up the Liver, the Matter requiring farther 


Ftoof.

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maintain this Proceſs to be, neceſſary, if the Li- 


ver be inveſted with the Peritonæum. The part 
of this Proceſs wanting in this Fætus aſcends ob- 
liquely, and at leaſt prevents the right Fiſſure of 


the Liver from fuffering any Violence by a forci- 


ble Motion of the Belly, which would greatly 
impede the Circulation of the Blood through the 
Vena Cava. But that the Liver is not properly 
ſupported by this Ligament appears from the In- 
ſtance before us, where the Liver prolapſes ſo 
low that it draws at the ſame time down with 


it the Diaphragm, to which it ſhould be an- 


nexed at its proper Height. And this Irregula- 
rity is the occaſion of ſeveral Diſorders, where in 
other Subjects this Proceſs ſpreads itſelf in a 


Membrane on both Sides of the Liver. In this 


Fztus there was a broad Inciſion of the Depth 
of ſome Lines, viſibly dividing the Liver into 


two Lobes. 


In the Vena Porte and Cephalica nothin g re- 
markable was to be ſeen, except the Canalis 
Venoſus, which I found among others of the left 


Branch of the Porta running through the under 


part of the Liver to the Cava, where in its

the Liver. But here, inſtead of the aforeſaid 
Du@ I obſerved a Branch of the Vena Porte, 
which begun in its uſual Place, and afterwards 
divided itſelf on both Sides through the Liver 
into ſo-many Ramifications, that it could ſcarce 
be known which of them iflued in the Cava.

Fever: And- this alſo gradually abated, that 
about a Month afterwards the Patient found 


himſelf tolerably well. He now felt violent 


Stimuli in his Blood, and the Tumour in the

and Evacuations were natural; but an indul- 
gence to the firſt occaſioned a Relapſe. The 
Fever again returned at the beginning of De- 
cember, though not with all its former Violence ; 
and altered, to a double Quartan : About 
Chriſtmas this Y r, the Tumour roſe to his 
Thighs, Hips 410 even ſhowed itſelf in his 
Face. The Diſtemper now began to have 
ſome appearance of Danger: And though the 


Patient had an extreme averſion to the Quin- 


quina, he was prevailed on to uſe it in order

Fever was entirely removed, and the Humours 
remaining in the Body were carried of by 
Urine, ſo that nothing of the Tumour now 
was viſible, except on the Tibia: The Patient 
had a. ſtrong Appetite, without either "Thirſt or 
Heat. But ſo ungovernable is the Senſuality 
of Mankind, his irregular manner of living 
brought on the Fever again three Weeks after: 
And he had it two Days ſucceſſively. On the 
third Day he felt a very painful Heat and 
ry ons n which cauſed him to drink

he became extremely weakened and emaciated. | 
The repetition of Quinquina however removed 
the Fever, the Swelling alſo was now in ſuch 
a good way that about Eaſter 1748, the Pa- 


tient went abroad, and promiſed himſelf that 


in the Spring he ſhould. be as well and hearty 
as ever. At firſt he obſerved his Regimen 
very exactly; but at the end of April frequently 
eat Milk, of which he was fond, drank: ſome Beer 
of which during his Illneſs he could not bear 
the taſte; and then the Fever returned again and 
the inward Heat increaſed more and more. Being 
blooded in the Arm, his Blood appeared to 
have a large Mixture of a yellow Liquor. By 
this time the Diſtemper was grown too mighty 
for Quinquina, and the intermittent turned to 
a continual Fever, of great Violence.

In June 1748, he made uſe 
of the Noaarmal Waters, which ſeemed to 
have a very good Effect. Having occaſion to 
go about forty Miles by Sea *, he carried ſome 
of the. Noaarmal Waters with him, but in a 
few Days they became unfit for uſe; and the 
Wind ſhifting it was above a Fornight before 
he reached his Port, while at Sea his Fever had 

i. e. two hundred Engl/h, 
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increaſed, as the regularity of his Diet 8 
not be ſo well attended ta. At the place hi- 
ther the Patient went, the Bloody Flux hap- 
pened to be very rife, he alſo was taken with 
A and e to his Bed eight Days in a 
very miſerable Condition; but without uſing 
1 Means except two Glaſſes of red Wine 
every Day.

- And no other 
Method could be found for its diſcharge than 
a fourth Paracenteſis. An Aperture was {ere 
on the eighth of June at the Navel, which was 
extremely diſtended: And eleven Pounds of 
Water came from him. But after all this the 
Patient was obliged to continue in Bed four 
Weeks. In Judy, fourteen Cupping-glaſles had.

by the Name of their Nation, they ſhould have 
a ſafe and free Acceſs to the Savages for their 
Relief. Being this Summer with Colonel 
Milliam Jebnſen, a Native of Jreland, his Affa- 


bility encouraged me to aſk him every Thing 
about this Country and the Inhabitants. This 
Gentleman lives among the Savages, by whom 


he is exceedingly beloved and reſpected. Many 


Villages owe the greateſt Part of their Subſiſtence 


to him, and the Savages look upon him as their 
Father. Some have been known to make long

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are- graciouſly received, and he gives them any 
Thing they ſeem to want. Indeed, he makes 
his capital Pleaſure to do Good to every 
Body: He is alſo no leſs remarkable for other 
praiſe-worthy Qualities, his Eſteem for the 
Sciences and his iberality towards every Deſign 
ſor promoting them. As this Gentleman has 
lived many Lears among the Savages, no One 
is better acquainted with their Cuſtoms and 
Manner of Living. He told me, that, with no 
other Medicaments than Herbs the Savages could 
nickly cure the venereal Diſtemper; of which 
be mentioned ſeveral Inſtances: of Perſons ſtill 
living whom he had ſeen, and many ſo far 
that they ſtunk like Carrion. The Negroes, 
Men and Women, from the moſt ſhocking Con- 
dition, in ten Days Time were ſo well recovered 
as tu go to Work, and have continued perfectly 
Sound and had Children by one another.

Account oh a Conſumption, proceeding from the 


Situation of the Place. 1 Mr. Olof e 
berg Student. 


Rene laſt e to my native 

Place in Varmlanaſtbal, I was informed 
of a Farm ſo unhappily fituated, that very few 
who came to live or work there eſcaped a 
galloping Conſumption. _ 

This being a very extraordinary Cireum- 
ſtance, I had the Curioſity to ſtrike out of my 
Road, and go thither in order to examine 
into the Caules of this noxious Singularity, and 
now give myſelf the Honour of laying before 
the Royal Wee of Sciencs, the ſeveral 
particulars. | 

In the Fieff or Lordſhip of Wadbew- in the 
Pariſh of Eds in Daobllland, is a Parcel of . 
Crownland called SKaltorp; where the Con- 
ſumption is ſo common, that not only the 


. | greateſt 


greateſt ene kes e the Eſtate, 
but the Servants, if they continue any time, 
ſeldom Eſcape the Sickneſs,” and this is not 
only atteſted by the Perſons belonging to the 
Eftate, but likewiſe well known in the neigh- 
bouring Country. According to the Pariſh - 
regiſter, thirty Perſons have died on this Eſtate 
of $ within theſe ſixteen Vears: And the 
Prieſt, who is a Man of Veracity and Senſe, 
| beſides ſome others, aſſured me that fourteen 
were carried off by the Conſumption. 

But Peaſants not being very knowing in 
the Nature.of Diſtempers, could not poſitively 
affirm the other ſixteen to have died of it. 
The fourteen to whom in the above-mentioned

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Beſides this I obſerved not a few of the 
Inhabitants to wear the Tokens of their 
Deſtiny in their Appearance, being meagre | 
and ſallow, and not at all Sun: burnt, though 
they may be preſumed not to have been very 
ſollicitous about the Preſervation of their Beauty. 
They have a difficulty of Reſpiration and com- 

urden or go up any Aſcent, they are troubled 
with ſuch a Shortneſs of Breath, that to make 
uſe of their own Expreſſion, that they fob and 
wwheaze like a crammed Gooſe. Sometimes they 
find ſome Eaſement in their Breaſt, and Spring 
and Autumn are the Seaſons when their 
Diſtemper is moſt violent. Their Sleep is 
unquiet, eſpecially if they work late in the 
Evening, or fatigue themſelves; as to this laſt 
they have a Notion, that if they work after the 
Sun is down, ' ſomething or other will happen 
to diſturb their Reſt. I narrowly inveſtigated 
the Situation of the Land, in order to diſcover 
any probable Cauſe of this Misfortune. It 
lies pretty high, with a Ridge of Hills fur- 
rounding it on one fide, and on the other a 
champaign Country, it conſiſts of an even 
ſtony Mountain, on which is a Stratum of 
Earth about a Foot deep, as is plainly ſeen 
near the Manſion-houſe, and in ſeveral parts 
of the Fields. | „ e Trad, 20-4 
The Earth is every Year waſhed away by 
the Rains; ſo that unqueſtionably the Rock 
will become quite bare, and the Inhabitants 
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be under à Neceſſity of removing from this 
pernicious Place. It affords no Springs, the 
nhabitants after ſeveral Trials, having never 
been able to meet with a Place, where only 
at the Depth of a Foot the Rock did not 
hinder their Progreſs. I myſelf examined it 
with Iron Rods in ſeveral Parts, and found 
that the Earth at the upper Part of the Hill 
was but a Foot deep: But at the lower Part, 
where the Soil | yearly increaſes by the decre- 
ment of the upper Part, it was a Foot and 
an half deep. The Soil conſiſts of a blackiſh,” 
brown, ſwampy Earth mixt with ſand, that 
on the upper Part of the Hill in Spring and 
Autumn it looks like a Quagmire, and yields 
to every Preſſure: And the Cattle cannot ſtand 
ſtill, till they reach the top of the Rock. 
In warm rainy Weather there ariſes a Fog. 
which is obſerved to be much thicker in A 
tumn and Spring, than in any other Place. 
The Soil makes but indifferent Returns to 
the perilous Induſtry of the Inhabitants, pro- 


ducing leſs Grain than ay in its Nenn 
hood. 


The River eren on oth oppolite Side 
to, the Mountain forms a Peninſula. of this 


Eftate, Its Water was ſo thick that in a 
Cup only two Inches deep the Bottom was not 
to be ſeen: And upon boiling it in a clean 
tinned Copper Sauce · pan, it threw up a viſcous 
yellowiſh Scum, even the Fume of it when 
N bad demethigg W offenſive. 
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The People informed me, that this Water 
had a very ill Taſte both by itſelf and com- 
municated to their Food; in Winter and par- 
ticularly towards an Alteration of Weather, it 


becomes fo vitiated that the Cattle themſelves 


cannot bear it: Whereby it often happens, 
that when conſtrained by Thirſt to drink of 
this Water they ſicken and ſwell, as if they 
were at the Point of Death. The Water of 
the River hereabouts has often no viſible Mo- 
tion ; and the Side of the Mountain is covered 
with a kind of viſcous Sediment of a purpliſh 
Colour: And this is cemented as it were by 
the Roots of a variety of Vegetables growing 
on it. In this Water I alſo diſcerned ſhoals 
of young Frogs. „„ 
Springs I have noticed are not to be hoped 
for here; and that all their Water they owe 
to a Stream running from the Rocks; and 
this only after heavy Rains, and conſequently 
of no long Continuance. The Food is no 
other than that uſual among the Peaſants of 
Dabiſland: Pottages, Grouts, Peaſe, Coleworts 
and Milk. The better Cheer is Herring, 
Mackrel and other Sea-fiſh. It is. only on 
very great occaſions. that the Peaſants eat any 
Fleth ; but ſend it to the Town-markets, _ 
Few or no Trades are to be ſeen here; 
Agriculture being the chief Employment. Here 
are no Stone-quarries, nor any other Occupation 


; The 
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hes x + Houſes are filled with an unwholſome 
cottupted Air; as is manifeſt from the Threſh- 
holds of the old Build; ings, which are quite 
rotten; and where the upper Beams were 
ſound, one might plainly diſcern the Rottenneſs 
gradually increaſe towards the Ground. 

Moſs ( Hypnum Fl. Su. 872.) grew every 
where towards the Bottom of the Clefts of 
the Wall. 

Lycoperdon (Hl. Su. 1115) grew on the 1550 | 

Beams in the Walls, red, yellow and brown ; 
and when ſqueezed emitted a browniſh Juice: 
But when ripe, a red brown Duſt. Where 
theſe Fung: grew the Beams were quite « eaten 
through with them. 
Boletus Fl. (Su. 1087) did not 18d ew 
on the Walls, but very near, with high Stems 
and broad Tops. The Cattle here are not 
prolifick. The Glanders is very common 
among the Horſes and the Rot among the 
Sheep, eſpecially at the approach of cold 
Weather: Though theſe Diſtempers do not 
often prove fatal, the Beaſts. ſuifer a. great

Such is he Soil and. N ature of this Place 
0 noted for the r And the chief 
Cauſe of this Fatality I conceive to be the 
thick fetid Water uſed in their Houſes ; the 
Water in the River communicating its Nature 
to that in the Earth, as on account of the Rocks, 
i cannot penetrate . ta any Depth: And this 


4 occalions 
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occafions” Moſs and Fungi” to grow on "the 5 
Walls of the Houſes and fill them with noXiou 
Damps. One ſees among Gardeners, who | 
have Plants, ſet in Pots with Hole at the 
Bottom, how clear the Ground is, no Water ö 
continuing long in it, while no more comes 
n it chan the Vegetables can imbibe. But 
it wil Pot be ſtopt, or too much watered, the 
Ground begins to putrifie; and the outſide 
of the Pot covered with a kind of Slime which 
at length turns to a white Mucus, by which 
means the Plants become ſickly and die. In 
large Stone Houſes where the under Rooms 
are vaulted like a Cellar, whatever lies on the 
Ground any time, corrupts; for which rei | 
alſo the People in Holland, who can help it, 
do not chuſe to live below, and they who, 
cannet do otherwiſe are ſubject to P evers, 
Shortneſs of Breath and ſuch like Diſorders. 
The Parts round Lejonſtaben, Dieſtau near 
Halle and Charlottenburg near Berlin, which 
lie low and are ſurrounded with Canals and 
Ponds of ſtanding Water, are looked upon by 
Phyſicians as unhealthful Places, where a 
Stranger ſeldom comes, particularly in Au- 
tumn and Spring, without finding the Effect 
of it. But of all Places none are more ſickly 
then Skaltorp, where the Water both for 
Food and Drink is ſtagnating, thick, corrupted 
and fetid, where a Rock runs all over the 
Eſtate, ſo that no Water is drained off or 


pred; Where a ſoft elaſtick Soil which. 
— 
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always retains Water longer than any other, 
continually emits the e, Effluvia of 
fetid Waere. 

Our Anceſtors ok to, have 1 Places 
of Reſidence on Hills and riſing Grounds, 
that they might always, have freſh. Air, an 
open Proſpect and running Water. On, = 
contrary our Towns and Villages lie low, 
for the conveniency of Water; but the for- 
mer inconteſtably enjoyed a more healthful 
and longer Life than we doo. 

Phyſicians have long ſince obſerved. that 
the E of high Countries are not ſo 
much afflicted with pulmonic Diſorders, as 
thoſe of a lower Situation; and therefore they 
adviſe ſuch as have weak Lungs to remove | 
among the freſh Air and pure Water of the 
Mountains. This Account: would ſhow. the 
Importance of well perflated Houſes and heal

T HE Patient could not exactly determine 
the Time, but for many Years paſt ſhe 

has had a hard Knot in the Pudenda, of the 
ſize of a Cherry.

The Tumour continued in this State till three 
Months ago, when it begun to increaſe very faſt.
